John Winston Boyd, 32-year-old 
Negro ex-convict, confessed today 
that he criminally attacked 10 
women in greater St. Louis since 


last May. 

His confession was made after he 
had been identified at Police Head- 
quarters by seven of the women 
and the maid employed by another. 
Three women fainted and one, 
screaming, “There he is: that’s 
him,” 
separating the brightly lighted 
stage from the darkened showup 
room as he was léd out. 

. Taken to Edwardsville. 

Detectives held tne woman back 
as Boyd was hurried from the room, 
He was taken later to the Madison 
County jail at Edwardsville to face 
charges as a result of the latest 
attack, in Granite City Saturday 
night. 

He was arrested there early yes- 
terday and identified by the com- 
panion of the young woman at- 
tacked. Jewelry in his possession 
at the time was identified as that 
stolen from the home of a Kirk- 
wood woman attacked last Friday. 
The Kirkwood woman was not at 
Police Headquarters, but her maid, 
whom the man also attempted to 
attack, identified him. 

Boyd’s confession. cleared up a 
series of nine attacks in and near 
the city recently and added one 
case, an attack in O’Fallon Park, 
which had not been reported pre- 
viously. All clews had been traced 
without success and the arrest yes- 
terday was made on suspicion when 
two Granite City policemen in a 
scout car saw Boyd driving about 
in an automobile. 

No Negroes reside in Granite City 
and the officers stopped him to 
question him. Finding a loaded re- 
volver in the seat beside him, they 
took him to the police station and 
discovered the automobile he was 
driving was one'stolen at the time 
of the attack from the companion 
of the young woman. 

The owner of the car, a young 
man residing in Granite City, 
identified Boyd as the attacker. 
The young man said he and the 
young woman were on their way 
home from a theater at 11. o'clock 
Saturday night and had stopped for 
a train at the Twenty-fifth street 
railroad crossing when the Negro, 
with a revolver in his hand, leaped 
on the running board, 

Made Woman Tie Up Companion. 

According to the man, the Negro 
srdered him to drive down the 
right-of-way beside the tracks, told 
both of them to get out of the car 
and directed the woman to bind, 
blindfold and gag him with strips 
torn from the seat covers of the 
With the man bound, 
the attacker blindfolded and gagged 
the woman and tied her hands. An 
automobile drovel by on Twenty- 
fifth street, and the Negro, with the 
revolver pressed against the man’s 
head, said, “Make a noise and I'll 
kill you!” 

Taking a ring, tie-pin and a small 
amount of money from the man, 
the Negro got into the automobile 
and drove away. The man freed 
himself and the woman and re- 
ported the crime’to Granite City 
police at midnight: In identifying 
Boyd, the man also identified a 
ring and tiepin the prisoner had 


in his possession. 


The husband of the Kirkwood 
woman id@ntified two diamond 
rings and an identification tag as 
having been stolen from their home, 
Boyd first said the rings be- 
longed to his own wife. 

Victim Identifies Him by Picture. 

The Kirkwood woman, identified 
Boyd by ‘his photograph. At his 
room in the 3100 block of Marnice 
place, St. Louis, police recovered 
property reported stolen at the 
time of the attacks. 

Police records show he has served 
two penitentiary sentences for theft

PROF. W. F. OGBURN

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Prof. 
William F. Ogburn, nationally 
known economist, today ended the 
controversy between himsélf and 
Mrs. Mary Harriman Rumsey, 
chairman of the Consumers’ Ad- 
visory Board of the NRA, over 
policies, by formally -presenting his 
resignation to Hugh S: Johnson, Reé- 
covery Adiministrator. 

The economist left his writteh 


after waiting several hours in Johr- 
son's office. Shortly after Johnson 


left to go to the White House with- 
out seeing Ogburn, the Professcr 
left the building and declined to ac- 
cept another appointment for the 
afternoon to see his chief. 

He told -Johnson’s secretary he 
was returning to Chicago. 

In presenting his resignation, Og- 
burn terminated a difference of 
opinion which has kept him and the 
chairman of the board, the wealthy 
and socially prominent Mrs. Ru:n- 
sey, In conflict for some time, 

In his letter of “resignation, Og~ 
burn recommended sharp changes 
in the provedyre for the board set 
up to protect consumers and criti- 
cised the present course. 

Asserting no private feud existed 
between him and Mrs. Rumsey, Ozg- 
burn recommended “that the direc- 
tor or chairman of the consumers’ 
unit be. gn individual chosen for; , 
good judgment and discretion, who 
shall have free access to the press 
and all channels of publicity.” 

Was Urged to Continue.

“The plan of my Government,” 
he said, “is fulfillment of the patri- 
otic and representative desires of 
the entire Cuban peeple—restora- 
tion of normal conditions in every 
order of affairs throughout the 


country and establishment of moral {| commander 
States destroyers in the harbor, ac- 
companied Welles. 


peace everywhere in order that the 
free people may continue te follow 
the pursuit of life and happiness‘ 
in their ordinary walks.” 

As to constitutional reforms, for 
which a program was drawn up as 
part of the mediation efforts of 
United States Ambassador Sumner 
Welles, the new President assert- 
ed: “I intend to carry. out the pro- 
gram in order that political parties 
may organize and go to the next 

‘- polls with,a sense of safety.” 

Specifie questions coneérning his 
policies Dr. de Cespedes called pre- 
mature, explaining that “we are 
now receiving the congratulations 
of all pafties and are just begin- 
ning.” 

He was giving attention to the 
formation of his Cabinet,. he said, 
but was not yet ready to announce 
the personnel. The Government 
would be one of national concen- 
tration, he indicated. 

“You did not ask me this, but I 
am going to say it,” De Cespedes 
interposed. “The Cuban people are 
very grateful to the United States 
for aid in our war of independence 
and this gratitude is renewed to- 
day because of the attitude. of the 
people and the Government of the 
United. States toward our people 
and our sovereignty... 

“I sincerely hope that we will be 
able to establish economic rela- 
tions satisfactory and beneficial to 
both countries.”

DON’T TRIFLE WITH 
EAGLE, HE WARNS 


Predicts Economic Doom of 
‘Chiseler’ ‘With Realiza- 
tion of People That Se- 
curity Depends on All 
Doing Their Part. 


Women must win the war for 


national recovery, Gen. Hugh S. 
Johnson, administrator of the NRA, 
told his audience of 15,000 in the 
Municipal Theater yesterday after- 
noon, at the mass meeting held to 
launch the St. Louis employment 
and buying campaign. 

“It is zero hour for housewives,” 
the General said. “Their battle 
cry is ‘Buy now under the Blue 
Eagie. We must shake ourselves 
out of this four-year-old idea of 
doing without. Spend now, for re- 
employment. Turn into the chan- 
nels of trade every cent you get, 
and start tomorrow. And you might 
as well throw your money away 4s 
to spend it where the Blue Eagle 
flies not. You have a right to 
ask, ‘Brother, where is your Blue 
Eagle?’ and, if the answer does not 
seem fair to you, to take your busi- 
ness elsewhere.” 

Just as pointedly, in other parts 
of his 40-minute address, Gen. 
Johnson predicted the economic 
doom of the “chiseler,” who, he 
said, is the chief threat to the suc- 
cess of the recovery movement, and 
whose emblem, instead of the Blue 
Bagile, should be the black buzzard. 

Thousands Stand to Hear Talk. 

The demonstration in the sun- 
baked Forest Park auditorium was 
the largest non-political gathering 
held in St. Louis sinee the Lind- 
bergh celebration of 1927. Thou- 
sands stood, or sat in aisles, after 
the nearly 10,000 seats had been 
filled, It was strikingly staged, 
with a dramatic thrill for the au- 
dience, though without excess of 
theatricality. 

The revolving stage, usually ‘the 
vehicle of after-dark effects, was 
used effectively by daylight to 
bring the chief speakers into view 
of the audience, following Gen. 
Johnson's arrival by air from Wash- 
ington. As the General was con- 
ducted into the theater by the stage 
entrance, his first view of the 
packed hillside, a sight to inspire 
any speaker, came as the audience 
first saw him. 

The Municipal Opera chorus, in 
the uniforms and gowns of Civil 
War days, was on the revolving 
stage, with a background of fidgs, 
American Legion standards and the 
NRA emblem. As the stage mech- 
anism swung about, with the na- 
tional anthem playing, Gen. John- 
son and his escorts were brought 
into view. To the applause of the 
hillside, the chorus sang stirringly 
a patriotic chorus from “My Mary- 
land” opera of a week before. 

Gov. Park, Mayor Dickmann and 
Harry Scullin, chairman of the St. 
Louis NRA Committee, were intro- 
ductory speakers, preceding Gen. 
Johnson in what was the second 
part of a two-part program, the 
first part having filled the time 
before the General's belated ar- 
rival. 

Though Gen. Johnson’s appeal 
proved to be chiefly to women, 
men formed the majority of the 
big audience. With a maximum 
exposure to the sun’s rays, most 
of the men were coatless and kept 
their hats on, giving the audience 
the aspect of a holiday crowd in 
the bleachers. 

Business men and employes of 
every degree appeared to form the 
chief part of the gathering. Few 
in the audience appeared to be- 
long to the destitute unemployed, 
whose plight the NRA was 4e- 
signed to relieve. Several hundred

This thing won't last 
three months,” he declared, unless 
men newly employed, or with in- 
creased employment or pay, “turn 
around and pour the entiré benefit 
back into the channels of trade.” 
The speaker described the sacri- 
fices of those who have helped oth- 
ers through the depression, particu-

“No,” said Gen. Johnson, “the 
law says he shall not be coerced, 
either to join or not to join.” 

“How about the railroads?” came 
a voice from the hillside. “They’re 
not in my jurisdiction,” the Gen- 
eral gaid. 

“How about the newsboys?” 
called another. “We'll havé some- 
thing about them in a day or two,” 
was the reply. 


“How about the Government?” 
was the question shouted by sev- 
By this time, the audience 
was leaving, and Gen. Johnson re- 
tired to the rear of the stage, 
where a “huddle” conference with 
city officials and Gov. Park en- 
sued. 


The Mayor, City Counselor Hay 
and President Brown of the Board 
of Public Service asked questions 
as to the application of the NRA 
program to city employes. Johnson 
said public employes were exémpt 
from tke terms, but that it would 
be a “great example” of co-opera- 
tion if the city government here 
could waive its exemptions wholly 
or in part. : 

Mayor Dickmann, asking advice 
as to the local strike situation, was 
told by Gen. Johnson that the ad- 
ministration would sanction “strong 
pressure” to bring industrial peace, 
and that such an effort is being 
made in the bituminous coal field. 

Prisen-Made Goods. 


Gov. Park asked about the use of 
prison-made goods as a State econ- 
omy measure, and was told that a 
regulation on this point would be 
promulgated soon. 

The early part of the meeting 
consisted of preliminaries while 
Gen. Johnson, béhind schedule in 
his arrival, was being brought by 
a local plane from Lambert-St. 
Louis airport to the Forest Park 
landing place, near the theater. 
Walter B. Weisenburger, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, 
talked on the NRA and the dutiés 
imposed by it upon business men 
and upon labor. Business, he said, 
must sign its codes in good faith, 
and make the very considerable 
sacrifices required; and workers 
must make their shorter hours 
worth their increased wagés. 

While aircraft kept up a noise 
overhead, invocations were offered 
by President Johnston of St. Louis 
University, the Rev. Dr. Mclvor 
of Second Presbyterian Church, and 
Rabbi Isserman of Temple Israel. 

Having no little timc to kill while 
waiting for the chief speaker’s ar- 
ival, Weisenburger introduced most 
of those seated on the stage, some 
of whom were from outside. St. 
Louis, and called on the orchestra 
for some extra selections. The or- 
chestra was that of the Municipal 
Opera, and its services, with those 
of the chorus cnd the satge hands, 
were volunteered. Nancy McCord 
led in singing “Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner” and Leonard Ceeley led the 
chorus. 

After his talk with state and lo- 
cal officials, Gen. Johnson was 
flown by Aviator Jimmy Haizlip 
from the Forest Park landing fiela 
to Lambert-St. Louis airport, where 
he took an army piane for his re- 
turn, stopping last night at Dayton, 
O., on his way. to Washington.

Economic Death Sentence. 

It is a sentence of economic death. 
It will never happen. The threat 
of it transcends any puny penal 
provisions in this law. The mere 
image of it is the rare exception 
that proves the rule that, under 
such a new and intelligent approach 
to this economic riddle as has been 
given to this world by Franklin 
Roogevelt, honor is a better guide 
for businéss conduct than Hoyle’s 
book of tuppenny rules written in 
a statute and the scorn of trusting 
people a more potent force than 
threats of jail and fines and injunc- 
tion, which any adroit advocate 
can avert. 

In this high court of commer- 
cial chivalry we are beyond the 
day when any lawyers’ interminable 
palaver can fill the people’s mouths 
with dust. It is a new thing in 
social and economic relationship, 
and we are now getting the trump 
cards of the New Deal and the Blue 
Eagle is the ace of acés in the 
deck. 

It is for these reasons that no- 
body need entertain a fear that 
there will not be enough Blue Eagles 
—or that any man who walks on 
legs can with impunity trifle with 
this bird and long survive. But the 
very power of these boits in the 
claws of this earliest of American 
symbols—the Thunderbird — sug- 
gests a greater caution.

Ruth is in intimate touch with 

players’ performances, knowing

League, and it will be this year’s 
leaders only who make his official 
All-America team. 

There are standouts at some po- 
sitions, but at others the playing 
the leading candidates is so 
nearly even that some fine distinc- 
tions will have to be made. Thej 
pitching question, for instance, is 
going to cause plenty of cogita- 
tion. Only two pitchers will be 
named by Ruth—but which two? 
Think of a partial list of this year’s 
greats on the. mound — Grove, 

Crowder, Van Atta, Whitehill and 
Marberry in thé American, and 
Dean, Hubbell, Carleton, Parmelee, 
Warneke, Schumacher and Cant- 
well in the National. Now try to 
say offhand which two are the best. 
It will take some digging into the 
averages to answer that question. 
Then there will bo a hot fight 
at third base, first base, catch, and 
also in at least one outfield posi- 
tion.

“A washed-up” golfer en?“ he 
muttered as he scanned accounts of

and 4 conquest over the stout-heart- 
ed Willie Goggin of San Francisco 
in the finals of the championship 
drive over the Blue Mound Country 
Club course. 


“No sir, not by a long ways. I'm 
just getting hot.” 

Sarazen’s remarks were directed 
at his old pal of golf, Tommy Ar- 
mour, who called him a “washed- 
up” golfer in a blast that preceded 
the championship tournament and 
ultimately helped to make it one of 
the most successful ever staged. 
Stung By Armour’s Remar 

No man can win the profess on- 
al championship without a brilliant 
golf game and _a fighting heart, 
but Armour’s arks about Gene 
being a “washed-up” golfer prob- 
ably made Sarazen a champion 
onee again. Stung to the quick 
by Tommy’s remarks, Sarazen sud- 
denly made up his mind to compete 
in the championship and then 
played his heart out to win against 
Goggin, one of the best shot-mak- 
ing strangers ever to enter the fi- 
nals. 

With fire in his eyes, he quali- 
fied easily and then dusted o 
Vincent Eldred of Pittsburgh, Har- 
ry Cooper of Chicago, Ed Didley 
of Wimington, Del.; Johnny Far- 
rell, former national open cham- 
pion, and, finally, Goggin, to clinch: 
the title for the ,third time since 
1922.

Goggin, cheered on by the gal- 
lery, of 5000 who sent the torna- 
ment over the top financially, never 
headed Sarazen yesterday. 

Three times Goggin squared the 
match en the morning round and 
forced Sarazen to shoot a medal 
score of 69 to win one up, but in 
the afternoon Sarazen tossed par 
and birdies at him on every hole 
except one to draw into a four up 
lead through 27 holes and end the 
struggle with birdies on the thirty- 
second and ‘thirty-third holes. So 
stubborn a foeman was the new 
champion that he surrendered only 
five holes and those to birdies.

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The Bondholders’ Committee Racket. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


R editorial on the receivership

the greatest blight on modern invest- 
ment and the greatest scandal in the 
history of American finance has been 
the bondholders’ committee racket on the 
10 billion dollars of money invested as 
first mortgages in hundreds and thou- 
sands of hotels and apartment buildings 
scattered throughout the large metropol- 
itan centers, for which the bondholders 
are holding the sack. ! 

As an example and from experience, I 
can cite the case of one large bond house 
in Chicago which has over 97 buildings 
(apartments and hotels) in default, the 
bondholders not having received a penny 
in interest since December, 1929. This 
bond house has selected a legal firm in 
Chicago and one in Philadelphia to 
handle the work of the bondholders’ 
committee for the buildings in default, 
and not a word has been received from 
it since December, 1929, as to what rents 
are being received, who collects the rents 
or who pays the taxes, or if they are 
being paid at all. The founder of this 
particular bond firm had himself ap- 
pointed chairman of the bondholders’ 
committee, so one can see what chance 
he has of ever collecting even 5 cents on 
the dollar on these investments, The ex- 
pense of these legal firms eats up what- 
ever little income comes in from the 
rents, so that even the skeleton struc- 
ture is gnawed away by the vultures 
known as bondholders’ committees. 

There has been no market for the past 
three years on any first mortgage bond 
of these bond houses, though they were 
quoted at 25 cents on the dollar in 1929. 
It seems that the most equitable han- 
dling of these defaulted buildings would 
have been the outright auctioning off of 
the buildings, and the investor would 
have got 30 or 40 per cent on his invest- 
ment. But with these committees and 
their attorneys handling the situation 
nothing will ever be recovered. . 

Prospectuses sent out by the bond 
houses showed that their mortgages were 
so good that they could have 50 per cent 
vacancies and still pay their 6 per cent 
interest, but evidently they were not 
truthful. 

This situation has left a bad taste in 
the mouth of the average investor, who 
took his small savings. of $100 or more 
and bought bonds, thinking he had a 
gilt-edge investment, but instead lost not 
only his interest but his principal. This 
particular type of investment is doomed, 
as far as the general public goes. 

The only fair way that I see to help 
the numerous widows, orphans and other 
poor people who had their life savings 
tied up in these bonds is to do away 
with these bondholders’ committees and 
have the Governor of each state where 
these defaulted buildings exist appoint 
an unbiased committee of responsible 
citizens to salvage the buildings and take 
control of them for the benefit of the 
yor — Otherwise the 10 billion 
“seg invested in them will be a total

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More About U. City Water Rates. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A CCORDING to its own printed sched- 
ule of rates to its consumers in Uni- 
versity City, the St. Louis County Water 

- has an established minimum of $3 
for the first 1200 cubic feet of water 
used. The rate becomés 20 cents per 100 
cubic feet for the next 12,000 cubic feet 
used; then changes to 16 cents per 100 
cubic feet for the next 52,000 cubic feet 
used. Bills for consumption are to be 
rendered quarterly. 

If these bills were computed on the 
basis of the first meter rate of 20 cents 
per 100 cubic feet, the first 1200 cubic 
feet of water used would cost the con- 
sumer $2.40 instead of $3; a difference of 
60 cents per quarter, or $2.40 per year. 
It is evident then that the company, by 
billing its users quarterly, is able to ob- 
tain this minimum rate four times a 
year, which, while innocent enough on 
the surface, exacts a tribute from the 
consumer amounting to thousands of dol- 
lars at the end of each year.

mum charge becomes even more vicious 
in its results when we find that many 
apartment house owners of University 
City are being billed monthly, whieh 
means that this minimum

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GEN. JOHNSON IN ST. LOUIS. _ 
Gen. Hugh 8. Johnson, the President’s Grand Vizier 
in the matter of industrial recovery, brought the mes- 
sage of the blue eagle to St. Louis yesterday. Full of 
the striking phrases the General delights in coining 
and the vigorous utterance for which he has become 
famous, the speech fully met all expectations. It was 
a unique occasion. Such gatherings as that which 
filled. the Municipal Theater yesterday have often 
been held for purposes of war, but never before have 
the necessities of peace demanded the mobilization 
of the nation in one united effort and the mass 
meeting of citizens to learn what the strategy of the 
campaign is to be. In our opinion, the lesson will be 
learned quickly by the people and will be applied 
with such ruthlessness that those who fail to co-’ 
operate with the President will find themselves, as 
Gen. Johnson put it, “under sentence of economic 
death.” 
The first great objective is to put the blue eagle 
in the windows of every factory, shop and store in 


|the country. To this end, Gen. Johnson made a spe- 


cial plea to the women of the country, ‘who, he said, 
make 80 per cent of its purchases. He urged them 
to patronize merchants who have earned the right to 
display the emblem and to demand that the products 
they buy not only come from retailers with the blue 
eagle, but that the bird is also flown by the manu- 
facturers and wholesalers. “It is zero hour for house- 
wives,” said the General, “and the battle cry is, 
‘Buy under the blue eagle.’” Although the Genera! 
does not like the word “boycott,” that is what he is, 
advocating. We believe, however, it will hardly come 
to that, for the reason that no business will be able, 
even if it desired, to withstand the terrific pressure 
that failure to subscribe to the NRA will entail. Nor 
is business being asked to do the impossible. It is 
only being required to pay decent wages, to observe 
shorter hours and to absorb the unemployed, and 
that is the formula for its own self-preservation. 
Gen. Johnson is not particularly concerned just 
now with the chiselers—those who fly the blue eagle 
but fail to live up to it. He believes there is plenty 
of time to take care of them. Once the bird is in 
every window, the Government can then proceed to 
act upon complaints. It will not be necessary to em- 
ploy a police force to dig up evidence. No method 
of secrecy ever devised could prevent the exposure 
of employers who cheat and chisel. We agree with 
Gen. Johnson in his belief that the recalcitrants will 
form a minority and that the great body of employers 
will fulfill their obligations under the blue eagle. 
Why should they not? Their own self-interest is 
involved, and ordinary intelligence is all that is 
needed to know that only by ending the curse of 
unemployment can the country emerge from the 
distress of the last four years. 
The General seems to be concerned about hoarders 
and persons who have minimized their purchases. 
He tells the public to buy now, and stresses the point 
that it is a matter of good business to do so, since 
prices are rising. That is true. But all that is nec- : 
essary to induce the American people to buy is to 
make it possible for them to acquire money to buy 
with. We are a nation of free spenders. We like 
comforts and luxuries. We dote on handsome homes, 
good clothing and fine automobiles. And after the 
necessities are taken care of, we gobble up the gad- 
gets. Those unemployed who go back to work will 
spend willingly, and the others are only deferring 
their spending until tangible evidence is here that 
the New Deal is working, that labor is henceforth to 
get a fair share of what it produces, and that greed 
at the price of human misery is no longer to be the 
rule in the business game. It is futile to urge people 
to buy unless they have the wherewithal and unless 
the sadly shaken confidence of the people is restored. 
It cannot be restored by ballyhoo, but only by deeds. 
Gen. Johnscn got a most enthusiastic reception 
here, and so it will be wherever he goes. The people 
are tired of inaction. They have warmed to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt because, ever since March 4, when the 
country was “dying by inches,” his species of action, 
as the General put it, has been of the trip-hammer 
variety. The latter, too, has made a fine impression 
on the country. His bluntness of speech, his energy, 
his capacity to get things done, have shown him to be 
an ideal selection for the tremendous task that has 
been given him. We are for him, for President Roose- 
velt and for the blue eagle. In that sign, we shall con- 
quer. It is unthinkable that we shall fail to-do so. 
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PAINTER OF THE COUNTRYSIDE. 

Charles Harold Davis, an internationally known 
American painter, who has died at the age of 77 in 
his studio overlooking Long Island Sound, at Mystic, 
Conn., is represented in the City Art Museum by one 
of the most pleasing landscapes on view in St. Louis. 
“Clouds and Hills” is the name Mr. Davis gave it, 
and the mere mention of these subjects will recall 
the scene it pictures to many persons who have stood 
before it in the 23 years that it has hung in the ga)- 
leries on Art Hill. The season is midsummer, and 
above the broken horizon stretches a wide expanse 
of deep blue sky. Masses of clouds roll across the 
heavens in a movement that can be seen with but 
little help of the imagination. Tree-lined valleys 
cut into the deep summer green of the hills below. 
Farm houses and country reads are visible in the 
contrast of light and shade. Davis’ work can be di- 
vided in two categories: the landscapes of his early 
life, in which he produced dawns and twilights in 
their minor tones, and those of his later years, in 
which he went over to the brighter colors of open 
day. “Clouds and Hills” is rural beauty in the style 
of his maturity. 


ALCOHOLIC STRENGTH OF THE NEW BEER. 

Our friends, the drys, seem to be correct in saying 
that the new beer is lacking in full alcoholic con- 
tent. Whereas the Jaw permits 3.2 per cent by weight 
and 4 per cent by volume, an analysis of 32 kinds 
of beer by a New York laboratory showed an average 
alcoholic content of- 2.833 per cent by weight and 
3.568 by volume. 

We differ, however, from the drys’ further claim 
that this is a sly scheme on the part of brewers, who 
fear that to furnish beer at full strength would be 
to. cause drunkenness, hence; revulsion against the 
beer law. To add less than 1% of 1 per cent of alco- 
hol would hardly mean the difference between mild- 
ness and potency. * 

That celebrated connoisseur, H. I. Mencken, thinks 
it is because, since in the technical process of brew- 
ing it is difficult to arrivé at the precise content of 
3.2 per cent, brewers prefer to be on the safe side. 
Moreover, he points out that merit in beer is not a 
matter of alcoholic strength. He cites Pilsner Urquell, 
“unquestionably the best light beer ever brewed,” 


as containing but 3.4 per cent; and says most of the 
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Kulmbacher, “commonly regarded by Americans as 
the black mule of German beers,” contains only 4.55 
per cent. 

And to this learned discussion, we can only add: 
“Waiter, another stein!” ; 
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GETTING OUT OF HAITI. 

This country’s new agreement with Haiti, signed 
last week at Port au Prince, sets an earlier date than 
hitherto decided apon for the removal of American 
marines from the country, and thus speeds the day 
when the United States will be free of all the compli- 
cations’ born of dollar diplomacy. The last marine 
is scheduled to Jeave by Oct. 1, 1934, a date several 
‘months é@arlier than set by the treaty which was 
made last year, but rejected by the Haitian Senate. 
The only exception provides that the President of 
Haiti may request the United States to leave not 
more than seven officers for training purposes. After 
a foreign occupation of more than 18 years, however, 
in which Haitian liberties have been all but extinct, 
it may be doubted that Haiti will want even seven 
members of the force to remain behind. 

Haiti’s Senate objected chiefly to last year’s treaty 
because of its financial terms, and these have been 
liberalized in the new pact. It is regrettable, how- 
éver, that this country, to a degree, still will be 
taking action abroad to protect the investments of 
bondholders. A “fiscal representative” and deputy 
will be appointed by the Haitian President, on the 
nomination of our President, to supervise collection 
of customs receipts, although internal revenues will 
be returned to lochl administration. Continuance of 
such intervention sets a dangerous precedent, for our 
people hold defaulted bonds from countries scattered 
over the globe. These other bondholders are entitled 
to fiscal representatives abroad just as logically as 
are investors in Haitian securities. 

The whole affair has been a costly lesson to our 
country. and the Roosevelt administration has been 
wise in holding aloof from similar embroilment in 
Cuba. Withdrawal from Haiti will bolster up good 
will toward the United States in Latin America. 
When the last American marine leaves Haitian soil, 
a new day will dawn for friendly relations in this 
hemisphere. 
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CREDIT TO FLORENCE KELLEY. 

The current issue of the Survey expresses the re- 
gret that the late Floremce Kelley is not here to sur- 
vey the social gains accomplished by the blanket code 
under the National Industrial Recovery Act. It is 
a point well made. As-~we recalled last year at the 
time of her death, from the outset of her career 40 
years ago, as factory inspector in Illinois under the 
humanitarian John P. Altgeld, Miss Kelley sought 
to induce the buying public to support manufacturers 
and proprietors whose products and services result- 
ed from decent working conditions, and not from the 
sweat-shop or some counterpart of ‘it. The Consum- 
ers’ League was her means to that end, and through 
it she kept up an unceasing fight against child labor 
and night work for women, for minimum wages and 
hours. Those concerns which cared for humanity 
were placed on the White List, and Miss Kelley made 
it the banner of a good cause. Now the Roosevelt 
administration has subscribed to her objective and 
taken over her device. It is no reflection on her 
work that she should have fought so long only to 
have her program accepted by the people ‘and their 
Government after her death. On the contrary, it in- 
creases her stature as an eminently useful American 
who saw farther than most people in her time. 
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MISSOURI FOREVER! 

We invite the attention of the good citizens of this 
State who reside north of the Missouri River to the 
cover of the current issue of Literary Digest. This 
cover presents a map showing the status of the re- 
peal amendment.

Under the Digest plan, we should have to part 
company with those good Missourians who rightfully 
pride themselves on living in the Kingdom of_Calla- 
way, in Linn, Platte, Shelby, Chariton, Gentry, Pike 
and Nodaway counties, to mention only a few of tuose 
which would be torn from us. We could no longer 
claim our Athens, Columbia, or Boone County baked 
ham, the Bowling Green of Champ Clark or the Han- 
nibal and Florida of Sam Clemens, Tom Sawyer and 
Huck Finn as among Missouri’s contributions to the 
glamour of America. Needless to say, we will not 
sacrifice one of these.attachments, or hundreds of 
others which are on the tip of our tongue. They 
are bound to us with hoops of steel. 

That deafening clamor, editors of. the Digest, is 
the immediate pledge of mutual fealty from one cor- 
ner of Upper Missouri to anvther. 


BARNEY’S COMEBACK. 

Barney Oldfield took up auto racing in 1902, at the 
age of 24.

ENNSYLVANIANS whose memory ex- 
P tends as far back as the month of June, 

year 1 of the New Deal, find more 
than a tinge of irony in the fact that Cham- 
ber of Commerce groups in the various in- 
dustrial centers of the State are today mo- 
bilizing to “put over” the Roosevelt pro- 
gram of shorter hours and higher wages. 
Early in June, this same body issued a bul- 
letin expressing keen satisfaction over the 
fact that the State Legislature had suc- 
ceeded in killing every piece of social leg- 
islation placed before it. The bulletin show- 
ered lavish praise upon Gen. Edward Mar- 
tin, chairman of the Republican organiza- 
tion and chief executioner of liberal mea- 
sures. The statement read in part: 

“The State chamber feels particularly 
gleeful over the fact that we emerged with 
100 per cent record.of success. ... We also 
desire to express appreciation for the as- 
sistance given us by Gen. Edward Martin, 
whe at all times gave his whole-hearted 
éupport to protect business from the crazy 
propesals udvanced.” The “crazy proposals” 
included bills for a minimum wage and a 
44-hour week for womer and minors. 

During the closing hours of the session, 
the liberals had become vociferous. From 
press, pulpit and meeting hall poured in pro- 
tests against the wholesale massacre of labor 
bills. A sop was needed to hush them up, 
and a sop was granted.

This report, while admitting the existence 
of sweat-shop conditions in “some indus- 
tries,” emphasized that “there is no reason 
to suppose industrial establishments of 
Pennsylvania, generally speaking, ‘are other 
than wholesome and decent.” ‘ 


The actual testimony presented indicates 
that Pennylvania’s industries are fat from’ 
“wholesome and decent.” The facts painted 
a dark picture that proved there were ob- 
stacles in the way of recovery which even 
the sudden change of heart by the Chamber 
of Commerce cannot readily remove, 

Women testified that they earned in the 
Pottstown and Reading shirt factories from 
$2.24 to $6 for two weeks, working from 7 
a. m. to 5:30 p. m. daily. At Conshohocken, a 
yarn mill pays employes wages as low as 
6 cents an hour, out of which thep have to 
pay for their ice water. A textile company. 


in Montgomery County deducts 25, per ‘cent - 


of the weekly wages toward payment for 
stock in the company. A_ girl reported 


that she had made 14 cents during one — 


week, from which was deducted 3 cents for 
the stock subscription. At that rate, a 
mathematical expert among the .commis- 
sioners figured out, it would take the girl 
70 years to accumulate the $100 required 
before she is entitled to a certificate. 

In Pittsburgh, a dress shop requires girls 
to work without pay for anywhere from a 
few days to a month. While “learning,” 
they miake up dresses by the division proc- 
ess. However, they are not entitled to pay, 
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until they make up a complete dress, for 
which they get 20 cents. After “graduating” 
to the 20-cent rate, they are kept on for a 
brief time, then are fired or laid off to make 
room for a new crew of free workers. 
The needle trades are not the only of- 
fenders. Women work in restaurants 19 to 
11 hours a day for anywhere from 50 cents 
to $1.50 a day. Frequently they work for 
meals only. Young men, many of them 
college students, work from 10 to 16 hours 
for $1. In laundries and dry-cleaning es- 
tablishments, girls work in terrific heat and 
in dampness at $5 and $6 a week. The week- 
ly average for domestic service is $2 to $3. 


The above facts by no means present the 
complete picture nor the most dishearten- 
ing aspect. .The more serious problems re- 
vealed before the commission are these: 

1, The vast majority of woman workers, 
in factory, shop, store or office, many of 
whom support families, earn $10 a week 
or less. 

2. The haunting fear of losing one’s job 
leads to the acceptance of conditions bor- 
dering on peonage. Time cards are punched 
so as to come within the prescribed legal 
hour limit, then extra hours of work are 
put in without record or pay. Far from 
protesting against existing evils, employes 
sign affidavits dictated by employers and 
testifying to fabulously good treatment. 


Shop spies and the specter of want keep 


workers cowed and submissive. 

3. In the heavier industries, women are 
replacing men. Glass and hinge factories 
employ women at 15 cents an hour on jobs 
which even : .w pay men 20 cents or more. 
At the Aluminum Co. of America, New Ken- 
sington, near Pittsburgh, women are earn- 
ing from $6 to $10 a week for work for- 
merly done by men at $5 and $6 a day. As 
a result, there are many families where 
the woman works while the husband, father 
or brother stays at home.

Poison Emergencies 
HEN someone has swallowed 
poison, the first thing to. do 
is to induce vomiting. The 
quickest way of achieving this is 
by pushing a finger into the back 
ef the patient's throat. 
Subsequently one should give the 
patient large quantities of luke 
warm water, adding to it mustard 
or common salt. Of ——— 
one may use one or easpoon- 
fuls ste of the salt a handful in 
a pint of water. 

To stop the action. of the poison 
we must use antidotes. These may 
be either general or specific. 

The genera] antidotes are com- 
posed of substances which presum- 
ably can absorb poisons and there- 
by spare the body tissues. 

Such general antidotes consist of 
solutions containing the raw white 
of egg or the whole egg broken up 
in milk or water. Milk itself is 
such an antidote. An ordinary 
flour mixture made by adding flour 
to milk or water is also a good 
general antidote. 

In order to administer a spe- 
cific antidote one must, of course, 
know the nature of the poison 
swallowed. oe 

If the patient is unconscious or 
unwilling to tell what he has taken 
one must attempt to deduce the 
nature of the poison taken from 
the’ surrounding evidence. The 
box, vial, beaker or other contain- 
er may disclose its nature. 

The effects of the poison on the 
skin or clothing may indicate its 
kind. Thus a corrosive acid will 
usually stain the skin brown and 
will burn the clothing. or other 
objects with which it comes in con- 
tact. Alkaline poisons usually have 
a distinctive pungent odor and a 
soapy feel. 

If the patient is unconscious and 
cannot be awakened, except by 
loud noises or by being forcibly 
disturbed, one must suspect nar- 
cotics. If the pupils are contract- 
ed to pin-point size, the evidence 
is strongly in favor of narcotic 
poisoning. 

In such instances it fs impera- 
tive that the patient should be kept 
awake and stirring. ‘This may be 
accomplished by walking the pa- 
tient up and down, not allowing 
him to fall asleep.

Three teaspoons salt. 
Wash tomatoes, immerse five 
minutes in boiling water. This will
